PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a detecting apparatus in which the assembling property of a 
magnetic sensor can be enhanced and in which the positional accuracy of the magnetic sensor can be 
enhanced. 

SOLUTION: Guides 106 are formed inside a case. While a board 108 is being housed inside the case, the 
board 108 is coupled to the guides 106. Then, the positioning operation of the board 108, i.e., the positioning 
operation of a Hall IC which is attached to the board 108, is finished. In this manner, when the board 108 is 
coupled to the guides 106, the Hall IC can be positioned so as to be assembled. As a result, the operability 
of the Hall IC in its assembling process is enhanced. 
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
